Two bright red funiielH at the further 

end of Pcrtsinouth dock-yard mark the 

whereabouts of the Dreadnouglit turret 

vessel, the most powerful addition that 

is to be made to the BritiBh navy dur- 
ing the present year. There is a busy 

crew of six hundred men on board at 

this moment, but instead of bluejackets 

they are grimy fitters and carpenters 

perparing the vessel, in all haste, for 

sea. As the Thunderer, now lying uu- 

der shadow almost of the green trees of 

Osborne Point, as guardship in ordinary 

to Her Majesty, is at present the' most 

heavily armed and armored ship in the 

world, so tlie Dreadnought will ho three 
"months hence. Her big thirty-eight ton 

guns are on board, and her engines — of 

Cjight thousand horsepower — have been 

tried and improved; all that has to be 

done is the fitting up of the decks for 

the reception of officers and men, and 

the completion of some minor points 

connected witli her armament Engi- 
neers, gimner, boatswain, carpenter, 

are all appointed, and Captain Mo.ss, 

the officer now in command, will re- 
main on board as staff commander when 

the ship is commissioned. 

The Dreadnought may well be term- 
ed an improved Thunderer. Her arm- 
or is thicker and there is more of it; in 

some parts of the vessel — the turrets, 

for instance — the armor is upward of 

fifteen inches thick, while there is no 

exposed portion of the hull defended 

with less than eight inches of iron. 

The four guns of the Dreadnought, 

again, have a somewhat larger calibre 

than those of the Tlmnderer, and the 

shot and shell one hundred pounds 

heavier; while the gi-catest imi)rovement 

of all is to be found in the extra deck 

with which the Dreadnought is pro-. 
' vided,' and which permits both officers 
. and crew|to see something of daylight 

in their cabins. As it is, a most elab- 
orate system of ventilation is necessary 

to remove the foul air and send fresh 

supplies; through the ship, and it is for- 
tunate, indeed, that the crews of these 
. vessels are limited to one-half the num- 
ber carried by our large, broad-side 

battle-ships for the machinery below is 

BO intricate and extensive that to the 

unprofessional visitor it is liard to see 

where lodgings for three hundred and 

fifty men are to be found. The turrets, 

as also the pair of monster guns in each 

of them, are moved by machinery of 

many dilTerent kinds, and as all this 

is below, in the middle of the ship it is 

easy to imagine the vast amount of 

mechanism to bo found in the dark 

'tween-decks. 

Tlie turrets fore and aft are similar. 

They are entered from below; some 

roomy steps lead into the interior, and 

you find yourself in a low circular 

tower, the center of which is taken up 

by two big guns placed parallel to one 

another, with a little passage between. 

The whole structure revolves like a 

roundabout, and thus the guns peeping 

out of their eiinall ports can be made to 

fire in any direction. A lookout is 
-provided in each turret, but there is 

besides an armored tower of considerable 

height, whence a captain can command 
: a view[on all sides. In action the whole 

of the crew is below, and not a soul 

upon deck, which thus may be swept 

with shot and shell with impimity, • The 

hurricane deck, a superstructure raised 
■ *in'thi0 center of the vessel, and also the 

upper deck,"^ where the berths of the 

officers and men are^ and whicli, as wo 

h{iye said, does not exist on the Thynd- 

OfPf, are ggmparAtivoly unar'^QJ'o^i 

therefore could be shot ■ away without 

difficulty; but as they are independent 

of the fighting capacity of this ship, any 

ipjury to them would bo a matter 

of small indifference to the creW) who 

would he safely housed under a throe- 
Inch flooring of iron, The whole of the 

centre of the vessel is, on the contrary, 

heavily armored, for hero are the ship's 

engines — her very life^BinCe, bho 

moves only hy steam, and turns her 

turrets and and loads her guns by ma- 
chinery, any accident to this portion of 

her hull would moan disaster, 

Descending below to the unarmorod 

' living deck, we at onco find a striking 

difi^erenco between the two typos of 

iron-clods — the turret and the broad- 
side. The Dreadnought, strange as it 

may appear, is to be fitted as a flag- 
ship, and the contrast between the ac- 
commodation of the Admiral on board 
• this our newest turret-ship, artd that of 

the Alexandria, the most recent of our 
riiijaBted flag-ships, is very marked.

feet high, with a drawing room lighted 
by the stem window of the flagship, 
still more spacioua On the Dread- 
nought, on the other hand,' the flag-of- 
ficer must fain be content with a dark 
cavernous retreat, of irregular shape, 
so low that ono fears to strike 
one's head against the beams. To 
make room for tho Admiral and his 
staff, the officers of the ship are rele- 
gated to less favorable cabins, and it is 
very possible that some of tho junior 
lieutenants will have to descend under 
the armor-plating into pitchy darkness, 
like that in which all officers have to 
live on board the Thunderer. Possibly 
tho admiralty may have reconsidered 
their decision by the time the Dread 
nought is commissioned, but at present 
there seems to be a craze for making 
vessels into flagsliips, and ajipointing 
admirals in profusion. The Metliterra- 
noan fleet has not less than four ad- 
mirals at this moment, counting Rear 
Admiral Luard at Malta, who is styled 
"second in command in the Mediter- 
ranean,", as om; while the channel 
squadron, which, since the withdrawal 
of the Shannon, consists of but three 
vessels, is commanded by two flag offi- 
cers — in tho proportion, that is, of ono 
admiral to a vessel and a half. 

Tlio interior of a niodom turrot-vcBsol 
has boon likonod to tho works of a watch, 
and tho simile is a very good ono. Un- 
fortunatoly, ono cannot in this caso ox- 
araino the works with tlio same facility. 
Armed with a candle, wo have to take 
particular caro not to stumble over tho 
little tramways with their trolleys wliich 
intersect tho dark apaco in all directions, 
aa if it wore a coal mine. Tho bulkheads, 
which Bubdivido tho vcaaol, constitute so; 
many ongino-rooms, in which groups of 
workmen are buqr.b^ tho light of smolq' 
tallow candles. Thoir energy waxes and 
their movomonts quickon perceptibly at 
tho sight of Oapt. Mobs' gold laco cap, aa 
ho pnaaes on hi» tour of inipoction. Tlio 
admiralty haa ordered tho vesaol to bo out 
of hand by niidBummer, and it will re- 
quire conaidorablo proaauro to bring about 
thiB end. Tho variouB engines are all on 
board, but there is a good deal of finish- 
ing work still to bo done. Tho hydraulic 
apparatus for loading and apongmg the 
guna — for thia will not bo done by hand — 
still lacks something before, it is complete, 
and tho aarao may bo said of the air 
pumps and other, machinery neceasaiy jor 
tho charging andidivduirge of the fish, ^r- 
pedo. A pair of electric lights are to 
como on board, and the mechanism for 
driving tho electro magnets is not yot in 
its placo. On tho other hand, the mighty 
engines that movo the ship are pronoun- 
ced Ln good order, and tho steam steering 
gear is ready for use. Tho system of aux- 
iliary engines, which is met witli at every 
turn, engines for pumping, ventilating, 
feeding, atartlRg, atcoring, etc., has boon 
finiahod and tostod, but tlioir maintenance 
in^a Borvicable condition will be obviously 
one of tho chief caros of the engineers on' 
board. In a word, the Droadiiought is 
an example of tho moat modern battle-' 
ship in which cranks and pistons, valves 
and cylinders, take the placo of the bono 
and muscle of our blue jackets. Whether 
it ia wise thus to disponso entirely with 
human energy and aubstituto for it pulse- 
less mechimum i is, of course, a moot 
point, for if machinery cannot do wound- 
ed, it is obvioua that a gunner is more 
easily roplaccablo in action than <•>, broken 
chain or loaky valve. Fortunate it ia for 
ua tliat wo do not rely alone upon clock- 
wc^||: ships like those of those of the 
Droadnought an d Thund erer class.

A sliopliftcr was lately arrested in 
Paris who bore under his ann a very 
innocent-looking box, seemingly done 
up in paper and tied with a cord; but 
this box had a false bottom, opening 
and closing with a spring. Its owner 
would sot it dowix on two or three 
small articles while pretending to ex- 
amine Bomothing else, and when he 
took up tho box again the articles that 
had been under it were inside it. 

A Baltimore man has been arrested 
for playing ghost by dancing around at 
night on the top of hou.sea in his night- 
shirt, his object being to depreciate 
property in his neighborhood so that 
he could buy it cheap. 

The Rev. J(^sso H. Moore, pastor of 
a Methodist church in Decatur, III, 
announced from his pulpit that for 20 
years he had been preaching doctrines 
that ho did not believe Mr. Moore 
has been a brigadier-general and a 
member of Oongres.s. 

Yiaitors to tho Paris Exhibition have 
at thoir disposal 7,400 cabs,' 32. linoa of 
omnibuses, comprising about 650 vohicloa, 
and 33 linos of tramw.iy, including 350 
cars. 

Tho CountoBs Brownlow haa loaned to 
an oxliibition of ancient noedlowork in 
London, a white aatin cap, onco worn by 
auburn-haired Quoen Elizabeth. Her 
Majesty's satin boots are also shown, 
decked with embroidery and silver, and 
suitable to a sovereign who trod Ln apacl- 
ouB times.

Tho Proposed $20,000 Loan. 

Editor Colonlst: — "City" in your is- 
sue of Sunday kindly furnishes tho public 
with figures to prove that if you deduct 
ono from ton nmo remains, and if you do- 
duct ono from niuo, eight will remain. 
Although tho High Scliool is closed I 
think tliat tho majority of votei-s in Vic- 
toria Would havo como to tho same con- 
clusion. Ho refers to section six of tho 
proposed lly-law, but prudently abstains 
from ciuoting section five (formerly four), 
and in order to keep it before tho pub- 
lic I would ask you, Mr. Editor, to publish 
once inoro that part of section five which 
reads : 

"An equal speciid ntte of one per ct'ut. on 
the dolhir shall in ADDITION io all rales 
bi'- rai.'ied, levied and collected in each year 
upon all ratable pvoperitj in the said Muni- 
cij}ality dtiring the continuance of Uie mid 
delienhtres or any of thetn!" 

Mr. "City" sweepingly assorts tliat 
your correspondents miarcpresontod facts; 
but like the Mayor in his notice ho does 
not attempt to correct them, simply stat- 
ing tliat tliey are wrong and takes that to 
be a conclusivti argument.

If "City" is a friend of tlio members of 
the City Council and •wishes to enable 
them to raise the ^0,000 loan, ho had 
better advise them to withdraw the By- 
law in question and substitute one that 
will satisfy their requiromouts, arTd avoid 
in it any sections that might bo wrongly 
inteii)rotod and give cause for • contortion 
or la^vyers' food. 

Tlio "you are another" arguments pro- 
duced by the Mayor and by "City" are 
certainly not enough to satisfy tho tax- 
payers, that no iucrciiao of taxation is m- 
tented when section five (formerly four) 
of tho proposed By-law is in ovidonce.

He was tried tlie .same evening before 
a bench of ^Magistrates and fully com- 
mitted for trial, tlie evidence against 
him being very conclusiva 

A sad case of death from starvation 
is reported from tho township of Sand- 
wick Isaac Clark, a man of fifty 
years of age, was found on Wedne.s- 
day upon his knees beside a chair dead. 
His two children in the old dwelling 
with him wcro unaware of their fath- 
er's death, and were also very w^eak 
from starvation, Tho people of "Wind- 
sor are greatly excited over tlio afl'air, 
as thoy think tlie man died from sheer 
neglect and starvation. It is said that 
tlie food given the family was mostly 
furnished by a wood-cliopjicr who was 
working near by. The diseased told 
no one. where he came from, but he 
told Mr. Middleton when he first saw 
him, that his wife was dead and that 
ho had beon living with his niothor, 
but that she abused the little girls so 
much tliat he concluded to go away, 
preferring starvation to ha^'iug his 
children ill-treated. The children were 
placed with some neighbors, and will 
most likely bo taken caro of by tho 
town-ship, 

St, John, N, B,, May 2G.— Half-a- 
dozen wituosaes have beon examined in 
the i^IcCarthy inquest at Shediac dur- 
ing the last few days, but no striking 
developments havo been made. Tho 
inquest promises to last some timo 
longer. 

Ottawa, May 2G. — A letter cnn'ier 
named Daizc was arrested to-day for 
abstracting money from registered let- 
ters. A trap had been sot for him by 
Inspector French, to whom general 
complaintq had been made. 

Belleville, May 25. — Corporal 
Ford, of tho 49th Battalion, was pre- 
Bontcd yesterday with the Royal Hu- 
mane Society's medal for saving two 
women from drowning, 

Napanoo has an liotel-koopor who posi- 
tively refuses to sell liquor to a confirmed 
drinker, bo ho drunk or sobor. Men of 
this class who enter his hotel are politely 
introduced to the bar-tender by the pro- 
prietor, who is asked to survey him so 
that in futuro'ho can recognize him.

For some time past political parties 
in tho Pacific Province have been very 
evenly balanced, the Elliott GkiTern- 
ment being barely able to hold its own. 
At the beginning of the recent session 
the fate of the Administration turned 
on one doubtful vote, that of Mr. 
Douglas, son of the late Sir James 
Douglas. The Opposition confidently 
predicted, that hj his aid the Govern- 
ment would be ousted, and he was sub- 
jected to un.stinted abuse because ho 
saw tit to aid in keeping Mr. Elliott in 
power. Extraordinary efforts wore 
made by Mr, Walkem and his friends 
to overthrow the Administration, the 
weapon of scandal amongst others be- 
ing resorted to in the most persistent 
manner. Ono of tho charges made 
against tho Premier was so serious that 
ho folt called upon to back up hia in- 
dignant denial with tho issuo of a Roy- 
al Ooinmission to investigate it, a Par- 
liamentary Committee having no power 
lawfully to administer oaths in British 
Columbia. To add to its ombarras- 
monts, the *Government had under- 
taken to carry a measure for the redis- 
tribution of seats, and finding liimaolf 
unablo to control the House of Assem- 
bly, Mr, Elliott took refugo in tho dis- 
solution which, according to the des- 
patch in anotlier column, has resulted 
so disastrously for himself and his col- 
leagues. 

It seems from the statement of our 
corre.spondent who is in a po.sition to 
know tho true state of affuira, Unit the 
redistribution of seats measure had af- 
ter all very littlo to do with tho result. 
Two local questions, road tolls and tax- 
ation, and the question of the Pacific 
Railway route — were most prominent 
in the contest. The chief gains of the 
Opposition were on Vancouver Island, 
whore the pcojile frel more or less clia- 
gi-inod at the prospect of tho Fniser 
River and Burrard Inlet route being 
selected for the railway in preference 
to tho route by Fort George and Bute 
Inlet. Notwithstanding this feeling, 
however, tho Finance Minister and one 
supporter were returned on tho Island, 
while Now "Westminster and other 
mainland constituencies naturally gave 
a verdict in favor of the Gjovernraent, 
In so far as these elections may be taken 
as an indication of the result of tho 
coming Dominion clection.s, it may safe- 
ly be said that tho Government will 
lose no ground they now hold.

A special corroapondoiit of tho Northern 
^Vhig cites tho following instance of Lord 
Leitrim's generosity: Onco, Lord Loitrim 
in plain guiao knocked at a poor tenant's 
on a distant part of his property. Ho 
was admitted, and, sitting down by tho 
fireside with the good wife, thoy began 
to chat freely about the family fortunes. 
Tho poor woman said that if she could get 
two cows for lior daughter, alio could get 
her married. Hia Lordship took tho hint 
and shortly afterwards appeared before 
tho house in tho samo plain guise as before 
with four cows. "Hero," said ho, "are two 
cows for your daughter, and two for your- 
self, " The woman was astonished, and 
asked, "And who are youl" "Did you 
over hear of Lord Leitrim !" "Och ! thou, 
I did," said slio^ "but ho ia the very bad 
man !" "Well, good or bad, I'm Lord 
Leitrim, and here are the cows for you," 
So tho scone ended. On another occasion, 
his Lordship was passing along a road- in 
company with his agent, wlien a peasant 
passing bj' bowed almost to tho ground 
while he took oil' his hat to tho earl. 
"Who is that?" "That is one of your 
Lordship's tenants." "Why, that ia one of 
tho most respectful tenants on my pro- 
perty." "Well, my lord, he is tho most 
troubloaomo man on tho estate. He owes, 
besides, throe yoara of rent. " His Lord- 
ship's reply was — "I don't care whether 
he does or not. Forgive him hia arrears. 
That man knows how to pay proper re- 
spect to his landlord." 

"Truthful Tommy" tells the following 
story in Truth abut the late Lord Leitrim, 
which ho Bays ia perTectly true : "Ono of 
hia tenants, a Scotchman, spent a deal of 
timo and money draining and hedging his 
holding. His landlord happened to pass 
by one day, and immedi.ately turned in on 
tho land when he saw tho improvements. 
'Had you my orders for doing this ?' 'No, 
my lord,' 'Very well; this ia Saturday. 
If you havo not got thoso drains filled out 
and these hedges pulled down on Monday 
out you go. ' Not a veiy long but a pithy 
conversation took ploce between landlord 
and tenant, Tho man was in despair, 
and wont for advice to tho prieat. 'All 
right, my boy,' said liis reverence. 'I'll 
make it all right for you, I'll go bail, 
Como to mass to-mon-ow and see what I'll 
do for you. ' A vei'y short service was the 
result, and then the priest led the way to 
tho Scotchman's holding, followed by tho 
whole congregation, armed with picks, 
spades, and shovels, and by Monday morn- 
ing not a vestige remained of the improve- 
ments.

OTTIl FOUTZZTS YOLUMS. 



Yesterday The Colonist catered its 
f ortietli volume. Nearly twenty years 
have elapsed since on the lltlx day of 
December, 1858, the first nxunber was is- 
sued from a small frame building that 
stood on Wharf street on the present 
,site of the warehouse of Findlay, Dur- 
ham 6i Brodie. • Twenty"; years! A 
generation of ardent seekers after 
■gold" have come aiid "''gbne in 
that period;; Men and women then in 
the pfime'of life have' grown old and 
tired 'of life's journey. Young men 
have .become gray, and children have 
been bom, attained man or woman- 
hood and taken upon themselve's new 
and enlarged responsibilities. Business 
tirnis have been established on solid 
foundations that in many instances 
have passed away and are now forgot- 
ten. Woodland and stretches of green 
field have disappeared before an inva- 
sion of the knights of brick and nior. 
tar, Ti'acts that had laid waste since 
the world began to revolve have been 
"tickled -with the hoc and laugh back 
■with fat crops." Cities and towns and 
villages, churches and schools and 
dwellings, now occupy spots where 
twenty years ago roamed the red man 
and the wild animal Systems of Gov 
emment have risen and decayed and 
passed away.

fifThe London "Statist," the new 
financial paper, has created a flutter in 
English financial cu-cles by pointing out 
the utter insufficiency of tlie Bank of 
England's reserve, seeing that it has to 
do duty, not for the Threadneedle 
street establishment alone, but for all 
the joint stock banks as well, who ex- 
pect the Bank of England to come to 
their held at a pinch. The London 
"World" re-echoes the alarm sounded 
by the "Statist" and says tlie Bank of 
England has of late years clianged its 
character, and has become practically 
the bankers' bank inst^ of the bank 
of the nation. ' Its reserve is very 
xducb larger relatively to its liabilities 
than^tliiose of other banks; and it would 
need to be; for the joint stock banks 
have no cash reserves to speak of, re- 
lying as they do upon the central in- 
stitution, to which, therefore, we must 
apply a very difierent standard from 
whats is applied to th^u. The cash 
balance of the world, as well as those 
of the United Kingdom, centre in Lon- 
don. Should there be from any cause 
a sudden demand for money for fcho 
Continent or the Provinces, there is an 
instant drain upon the bill brokers 
and bankers of the metropolis,, who in 
turn fall back upon the Bank of Eng- 
land; and if an emergency, such as 
might be caused by a war with Russia, 
the Bank Act would have to bo sus- 
pended, and there would be heavy risk 
of the whole delicately interwoven not- 
work of credit collapsing like a house 
of carda Things are not as they were 
in 1797, (contiuues-the "World") when 
the Bank wa8''more'isolated than it is 
now, or even as they were in 18-17, 
1857 and 1866, at each of which dates 
the Bank Act had to be suspended. 
At th^e;^eVeral periods what are call- 
ed "tranbfer'^ cretUts" by tolegrapliic 
wire and transatlantic cable , were un- 
known. It is obvious that tho sud- 
denness with which demands for cash 
can now be made does not leave the 
time thero was formerly to organize 
^jeana of meeting sudden, strains upon 



our system of credit No doubt the 
telegraph facilitates ready action on the 
part of the bankers in .^se^-defenceias 
well; but in a case in whictftime is 

absolutely nccessar)' to stave oQ" danger, 
it vastly adds to the difliculty of pulling 
through. The Bank of England' has 
virtually ceased to bo the people's 
bank; and wlule there is a seemmg 
safety in its rediscounting the paper of 
the bill brokers, credit companies and 
joint stock banks, there is actual dang- 
er. At one time the Bank refused to 
allow the London and Westminster 
Bank a drawing account. There ought 
to be entire dissociation of the Old 
Lady from the other -banks, else all 
may go down together. Until there 
is, the Bank of England cannot become 
better than it is at present, or show it- 
self more worthy of its quasi-national 
position and privileges. It has lost its 
old control over the money market, and 
yet has to bear all the burdens that are 
involved in its i)osition as the centre 
of our banking system. The conse- 
quence is that week by week the re- 
servo is dwindling away, and yet the 
Bank Directors are afraid to put up tho 
rate to protect it, becaxise tho outside 
market would not follow them, and 
they might lose even the small dis- 
count business they have. This regu- 
lation of the rate by reference to the 
bank's businoas position is another 
weak ])oint. Why should it not insist 
upon the joint stock banks helping to 
protect themselves by keeping large 
amounts at tlioir credit, and, by thus 
M'ithdrawing floating capital from the 
market,mako money dearer ? The joint 
stock banks would lose the power of 
discounting so largely as tlioy now do, 
and therefore would lose some jjortion 
of their "bloated" jirofits; but they 
would be all tho safer for the precau- 
tion, and the pressure on the Bank of 
England would be lessoned. The Old 
Lady of Threadneedle street lias now 
fallen into the ways of routine, and 
acts too much like a mere huge ma- 
chine. None of tlio shareliolderK, with 
the single o.vccption of Mr. Jones, the 
watchmaker, of the Strand, w)io, with 
the zeal of his profession, tries at oyery 
meeting to "wind up" tho Bank, so that 
it may "go" in tho right direction, take 
any part in tho proccedingH at the peri- 
odical meetings, or even seem to in- 
terest themselves in the Bank's aii'airs.

The Board of Education have decid- 
ed to regard ilr, Pope's voluntary ab- 
sence from his duties at the liigh 
School as a virtual resignation, ami 
have advertised for another Principal. 
We elsewhere publish 'a card signed by 
a number of High School pupils. The 
card is intended as a flattering endorse- 
ment of Mr. Pope's conduct, and under 
some circumstances would speak well 
for the hearts if not for the heads of 
the pupils. At first sight the array of 
names is formidable; but a careful an- 
alysis reveals the following curious 
facts; Of the six young lady signers 
Miss Johnstone left the school in Oc- 
tober, 1877; Miss HoUoway left in 
September, 1877; and Miss Spence in 
November, 1877. Of the thirty boys 
who signed, Master Jack.son loft in 
April, 1877; Master Cooper in October, 
1877; Master Law in December, 187G; 
Ma.ster Phillips in November, 1877; 
Master Plummer in September, 1877; 
and Master John in June, 1877. Of 
the twenty -four remaiuing male signers 
twelve are in Mx. Fleece's (the assistant 
master's) division, and are taught in a 
room separate from that in which Mr. 
Pope taught his classea The endorse- 
ment of Mr. Pope, therefore, is con- 
fined to three of the girls and only 
twelve of the boys who were daily in 
contact with thatgmtleman. Whether 
the value of the card is detracted from 
by this analysis we leave the public to 
judge. Our opinion of cards and 
counter-cards, and of petitions and 
counter-petitions is poor. Some sign 
out of pure sympathy; others because 
they are asked and don't like to refuse; 
and others will sign the first petition 
that comes along, not caring much 
which side it favora In _ the opinion 
of most people who have watched tho 
controversy from the conunencoment, 
the proper course for Mr. Pope to 
pursue is to seize the op])ortunity the 
Board has thrown out and submit to 
an investigation. If he has no fears 
of the result, he will avail himself of 
the chance.

A BYLAW 

To enable the Corporation of the City of 

Victoria to raise the sum of $~0,000 for 
. the purposes therein set forth. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
tho Corporation of tlio City of Victoria haa 
resolved to nviso tho sum of T'n'enty Tliou- 
sanil Dollars to pay off certain outstaiid- 
iny liabilities of tlio said Council; 

And whereas it will require tho auin of 
§2012 to bo raised annually by special rate 
for tho payment of tho said debt and in- 
terest as is hereinafter mentioned; 

And whereas tho amount of tho whole 
rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to the 
last reviiied Assessment Roll being for tho 
year 1878 was §2,494,500, irrespective of 
any future increase of tho rateable propoi-- 
ty of tho MunicipaUtyand of any income 
in the nature of tolls, interest or divi- 
dends from tho work, and also irrespec- 
tive of -iny income from tho temporary 
investments of tho sinking fund or of any 
part thereof; 

And whereas for paying the interest and 
creatuig an ocjual yeai'ly sinking fund for 
paying the said princtjud sum of ^0,000 
and interest as hereinafter mentioned it 
will require an equal annual special rate 
of one-tenth of one per cent, on tho dol- 
lar; 

Bo it therefore enacted hy tlie Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of tlie City 
of Victoria; * 

1. That it shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corponite who may bo willing to advance 
tlio same upon tho credit of tlio doboii- 
turos hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not e.xcuediug in tlio whole the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars (§20,000), 
and causo tho same to bo paid into tho 
hands of the Treasurer of the said Corpor- 
ation for tho purpose and witli tlio object 
iibovo recited. 

2. Tliat it shall bo lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of debeiituie-i 
to bo made for such suinsof money aa may 
be required not loss tlmn ono hundred 
dollars ($100) each and that tho said de- 
bentures shall bo sealed with the seal of 
tlio said Corporation of tlio City of Vic- 
toria and be signed by the fjaid. ^layur. 

;i, Tliat tho said doboiitures shall be 
made payable in twenty years at furthest 
from the day hereinafter mentioned for 
tliis Bj'law to take eflect at tho ollico of 
the Treaaiu'or of tho Corporation of tho 
said City of Victoria and shall have at- 
tached to tlicm coupons for the payment of 
tho interest. 

4, That tho naid (lebonturQg sl>aU tipav 
intorost at and nft^Q? themtQ of seven per 
cent. poi< animm from tho d^to thereof, 
wliioh interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at tho ofHco of the Treasurer of the Mu- 
nicipality. 

5. Tliat for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of tho said 
debeuturcii and tho , interest at the rate 
aforesaid to b<^como due tlioroon, a,n equal 
special rate of ono-tonth of one cent on 
tho dollar shall in addition to all' other 
rates be raised, levied and collected in 
each yoar uppn all rateablg pfopovty in 
the said Municipality during the ooniinu- 
anco of the said debentures or any of 
them. 

0. Clau.se two of tho Victoria Revenue 
f5j' Law, 1875, as amended by the "Water 
\Vorks Debonturo and Rovonuo Ey-Law 
Ainendmont By-Law, 1877," is hereby 
further amended by striking out tlio words 
" nine-tenths " and substituting the words 
" eight-tenths." 

7. It shall bo la'^ful for tlio said Muni- 
cipal Oouncil from timo to tirao to vopur- 
chaso any of tho said dcbonturoa, and such 
debentures shall be expressed as to entitle 
tlie said Council to redeem and purchase 
the .same on paying the amount thereof 
and interest duo thoreon to the date of 
sucli purchase to the holder or holders 
thereof; and all debentures so repurchas- 
ed shall be fortliwith cancelled and de- 
stroyed and no re-issuo of clebentures 
shall bo inado in consoqueiioo of such re- 
purchase. 

8. Tliat this Bs-Law shall tako effect 
and come into operation upon - tho .20th 
day of Juno, A. D. 1878. 

S). Tliis By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tho " By-Law to authorise tho 
raising of twenty thousand dollars, 1878."
